$100,000 Blaze Destioys 
Montgomery Ward Store 
In Hanover Early Today 


Fire swept through the two-story brick department store 


building of the Montgomery Ward company on Frederick 
street near center square in Hanover early today causing a 
loss estimated at §100,000 by Harry W. Reed, Hanover fire 
chief. Reed said the origin of the fire was undetermined. 


The flre. which started in the rear ' 
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to return to 
of the store on the first floor, was 
discovered by a neighbor. The Han- 
over firemen responded to a call and 
shortly afterward calls were sent out 
for apparatus from nearby com- 
munities. Among the companies to 
respond were those from York. Lit- 
tlestown. McSherrystown. New Ox- 
ford and Pennville. Several mem- 
bers of the Gettysburg fire company 
w'ent to the scene, but no local ap- 
paratus was taken there. The blaze 
was brought under control after a 
two-hour fight. 


Most of the damage was confined 


to the rear section of the store where 
remodeling operations were com- 
pleted recently. 
Merchandise and 


fixtures of the store in this section 
were burned as well as on the sec- 
ond floor of the store proper. Dam- 
age to the front of the store on the 
first floor was caused mostly by water 
and smoke. Offices on the second

Harnsburg, Jan. 10 (APX—Penn- 


sylvania, one of the woild's great- 
est- anthracite-producing centers, 
began today the long-heralded -fight 
to strengthen its coal markets. 


Governor Earte was to set a date 


for a conference to-which he has 
summoned operators, miners, and 
the special commission of business 
men and economists he named some 
months ago to chart a'sustaining 
course for the sagging trade. 


He will carry the views expressed 


at this conference to President 
Roosevelt, and then decide whether 
the commonwealth itself should get 
into the coal business. 


The parley will consider several 


recommendations, among them ab- 
solute state control of the industry, 
federal control, or a plan by which 
the state would take over one or 
more idle collieries and give jobs 
to hundreds of men and boys en- 
gaged in "bootleg" mining. 


"Federal control is preferable," the 


Governor says, but'he has expressed 
doubt that the necessary legislation 
could win the approval of Congress, 
inasmuch as the question affects 
Pennsylvania primarily. 


Absolute state control "also would 


meet with stiff opposition, the Gov- 
ernor's" advisors feel. 


The coal commission, considering 


all these angles, has drafted a bill 
which would empower the state to 
lease and operate collieries for which 
the present owners could not-find 
enough business to justify opera- 
tion. 


A state agency would be set up to 


handle the state's coal business. 


Joseph Agor, of Bhamokin, a mem- 


ber-of the commission, said-of this 
proposal: 


"This bill, if enacted, would not 


interfere with operating- collieries: 
It would not rob regular operators 
of business. It merely-would -start 
up idle plants and provide work for 
men who now are digging coal from 
dangerous coal holes and trying-to 
sell their product to make a living."

This year-a computing machine 


did the wnoie 20 years'~worfc In one 
year. 


In- so' doing the machine turned 


up an incredible fact. There were 
no errors in Professor Brown's '20 
years' "figgering/' Not only no Im- 
portant errors—for,that fact was 
already known—but no teeny ones 
either. 
• 


•When Professor Brown made his 
computations they, .were, so to 
speak, important to life on the sev- 
en seas. For sailors at that time 
used the position of the moon.in 
calculating the courses of their 
vessels. . 


The moon has perturbations— 


wabbles—due to the sun's gravita- 
tional pull; they are intricate; and 
this-Is what Professor Brown spent 
20 years computing. 
He used to 


work at a summer camp, a lone, 
bachelor's cabin he owned in the 
hills. 


So the machine once more has 


taken some of the romance out of 
life—but. it still doesr.'t do any bet- 
ter where there's scenery. 


New York (AP).—Jupiter, biggest 


of planets, is thought to be com- 
posed of a rocky core, surrounded by 
a thick layer of ice. with an atmos- 
phere mostly of methane, or coal 
gas 


The most recent puzzle of as- 


tronomers is the depth of this coal 
gas "air." It has been estimated at 
nearly four thousand miles. 
: But B. M. Peek, English astrono- 
mer, has been making some mathe- 
matical models of Jupiter's atmos- 
phere, figuring what the giant 
planet's gravitation would do to 4.000 
miles of air. He finds that if Jupi- 
ter is enveloped in pure methane it 
cannot be more than about 21 miles. 
Thicker than that, methane would 
become solid in its lower layers and 
cease to be atmosphere. 


If Jupiter's atmosphere- is pure 


hydrogen, on the same basis, the 
depth is limited to about 85 miles. 


The conclusion at present favors 


a mxiture much deeper than either 
of these limits but one whose lower 
levels are very dense. A wind on 
Jupiter might be almost equal to a 
blowing liquid.
